1 Chinese republic proclaimed in declaration

Washington, D. C., April 11. a. J—By 
an overwhelming vote the house Democratic 
Caucus today transferred shoe machinery 
from the dutiable to the free list. 

This is the first and only change made up 
to date in the Wilson-Underwood bill exeept 
that earlier in the day the caucus had agrted 
to an amendment offered by Representative 
Palmer, under which lead, containing a 
strain of less than 3 per cent of zinc, would be 
admitted free of duty on the zinc contained in 
it. 

The action on shoe machinery shows a dis- 
position on the part of the Democrats of the 
house to be fair to the manufacturers of 
shoes, who will suffer through the transfer 
of the products of their plants to the free list. 
The manufacturers throughout the country 
lease their machinery from the Shoe Machin- 
ery company, which, as the bill was framed, 
was given 25 per cent protection, more than 
enough to prevent the importation of compet-

The Democrats, however, declined to heed 
the advice of their leaders in this matter, 
with the result of the transfer of shoe ma- 
chinery to the free list. The shoe machinery 
interests will makea determined campaign to 
secure the restoration of the duty in the sen- 
ate. ‘ 


Hope for Other 1. 

The fact that the shoe machinery item was 
changed has inspired the belief that other 
provisions could be modified. 

As a matter of fact there will be compara- 
tively few changes made in the bill. Here 
and there, as in the case of shoe machinery, 
something may be done, but ina general way 
it is regarded as certain the bill will pass 
congress in practically ite present form. The 
opposition is scattered and seems unable to 
get together in combination. f 

Thus has the president vindicated his lead- 
ership of the Democratic party. At his in- 
stance a solid majority of the Democratic 
congressmen are accepting ¢very provision 
of the bill. 

As a result of the conciliatory but firm at- 
titude he has adopted with respect to the 
sénate Democrats they are, with three en- 
ceptions, disposed to comply with his wishes 
and aquiesce save in a few minor particulars 
in the action of the house.

LOCKEL UP FOR NIGHT. 


It's ten te two to hang you,” was the mep- 
sage carried to Robert Webb in the county 
jail, last midnight.

Dance Hall Conditions Lax. 

Both Mrs. Bowen and Mrs. Gertrude Howe 
Britton, as officers of the Juvenile Protective 
league, testified as to dance hall conditions. 

Mrs. Bowen was provided with a card in- 
dex of dance halis, with reports made by 
special investigators. Nearly every one 
showed bad moral conditions, free use of li- 
quor, and insanitary buildings. 

“ By our last report. said Mrs. Bowen, 
“there were 328 licensed dance halls in Chi- 
cago, of which 240 sell Mquor. Of the latter 
14 have been found selling liquor to minors. 
Seventy-seven work in conjunction with dis- 
reputable hotels.

DENIES HEREDITY IN MORALS 


Prof. Coulter Says Transmissicn 
Is Bodily Only. 


HAS NEW EUGENICS THEORY. 


Pious Parents May Produce a Rene- 
gade Child, He Writes. 


> 


A new theory of the “ possibilities of in- 
heritance,”’ as opposed to the modern accept- 
ance of the theory of eugenics, is advanced 
by John Merle Coulter, professor of botany 
in the University of Chicago. He writes in 
the current issue of the Biblical World, is- 
sued yesterday by the University of Chicago 


| Press. 


Prof. Coulter contends heredity influences 


only the bodily resemblances and pliysical | 


characteristics of the child, and that it is not 
responsihbie for moral diseases or “‘ tenden- 
cles." The possibilities of inheritance,” he 
says, are responsible for the moral conduct 
of the child, and many persons who are fit 
for marriage become unfit afterwards. 

Each of the influences that enters into the 
creation of the child, Dr. Coulter says, con- 
tains the accumulated inheritances from a 
long line of ancestors, and the combination 
may well be regarded as a new one; at least, 
it did not exist in either of the parents. He 
continues: 

Among all the possibilities or e bet - 
ter capacities thus locked up in the proto- 
plasmic egg which ones will get expression? 


Cites Contrast Cases. 

The child may develop very different pos- 
sibilities from those devéloped by either of 
the parents. For example, pious parents 
may produce a renegade child: and frony a 
drunken home there may issue an upright 
child. In the former case the child cer- 
tainly inherited the possibility to develop 
a religious life, and in the latter case. the 
child just as certainly inherited the posi- 
bility to develop into a drunkard; but in no 
case for the same reason, were the poasibil- 
ities developed by the parents the same as 
those developed by the child. 

The result of the exaggerated feeling of 
parental responsibility in connection with 
heredity led to the development of what is 
called the science of eugenics, but as yet it 10 
more of a religion than a science.” 


Would Regulate Homes. 

Dr. Coulter, in comeluding hie article, urges 
that every chlid shall hate the chance to 
respond to a stimulating opportunity. 

“This,” he says, “will save thousands 
where the regulation of marriage will save 
one. It means a regulation of homes as well 
It makes the responsi- 
bility of parents continuous, and at the same 
time it puts responsibility upon the child.”’

The, soft, sweet perfume. of the-acres ot 
blooming plants for several years made Hins- 
dale breezes a joy to the residents. Then 
the establishment enlarged ; fertilizer was 
drawn in by the wagonload, and in uncow- 
ered wagone at that. The millionaire colony 
literally turned up its nose. Complaints 
came thick and fast. 

The village, board of trustees got busy. 
Ordinances were pasged. The company was 
ordered to receive all supplies in covered 
wagons. Since then the florists have re- 
ceived their fertilizer in sacks. 


And Then It Was Coal. 

Other residents have complained be- 
cause the coal wagons of the company 
cut up the pavements. In the winter 
time there are scores of wagons carry- 
ing coal all day. They use 20,000 tons 
during the winter. Then the smoke from the 
chimneys has been the source of many com- 
‘plaints, and threats of damage eulte were 
made by the wealthy résidente who have 
spent hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
buildings and grounds within a short dis- 
tance from the plant. 

The greenhouses found themselves ina mii- 
HMenaire colony more through chance than 
intent. O. P. Bassett, the founder of the 
plant, started his first greenhouse about 
twenty-five years ag. 

The growing of flowers was merely a fad 
and a plaything at first. Mr. Bassett was so 
successful, however, that the plant grew and 
became famous. About two years ago Mr. 
Bassett left Hinsdele and bullt a home near 
Pasadena. Some of the residents say that 
he was driven out by nagging neighbors, and 
others say that he didn’t. bother. about 
threats of damage suits. Recently another 
partner in the business, Edgar B, Washburn, 
went to Pasadena for bis health. The plant 
is in charge of Charles L. Washburn, former 
sén-in-law of Mr. Bassett.

(Address of the Republic Iesued

N this eighth day of the fourth 

month in‘the second year of the 
republic of China, the date fixed for 
the first opening of our permanent 
national assembly, the members of 
the senate and the house of represent- 
atives, having met in these halls to 
celebrate the event, now make, this 
declaration of their sentiments.

„»The will of Heaven is manifested 
through the will of the people. That 
the hundreds of millions of the people 
possess the authority of the state is 
not proclaimed now for the first time. 
The monarchy, so long corrupt, proved 
unworthy of the grave responsibilities 
intrusted to it by the will of the 

people, but with the introduction 
of popular government the represent- 
atives of the people must share the 
likes and dislikes of the people. They 
are to give expression to the desires 
and voice the will of the people; they 
hold the reins in behalf of the nation 
to govern with severity or leniency, 
with parsimony or extravagance; they

“the dumping clause.“ 
It Provides that if the export or actual 
selling price of an article to an importer in 
the United States is less than the home price 
there shall be imposed an extra equivalent 
duty not to exceed 15 per cent ad valorem.

Declaration of Independence, 
an Address to the World, 
Cabled to Nations. 


PRAISED AT WASHINGTON 


State Officials See in Document 
| Influence of American Col- 
leges; Recognition Sure, 


Washington, D. C., April 11.—The Chinese 
declaration of independence, which took the 
form of an address to the world, was cabled 
here from Peking today, and after being 
read in the cabinet meeting was made pub- 
lic. State department officials said it re- 
flected the influence of the young Chinese 
members who have béen educated in Ameri- 
can colleges. 

The president and his cabinet praised it en- 
thusiastically, and formal recognition of the 
republic by the United States awaits only the 
actual organization of the constituent as- 
sembly, which meéts again tomorrow in 
Peking. 


‘Wilson Talks on Alien Land Law. 

President Wilson today expressed the hope 
that the pending legislation in California, by 
which aliens ineligible to American citizen- 
ship would be prohibited from owning land, 
would not prove objectionable to Japan. He 


legislation as a contradiction of the spirit of 
her treaty with the United States, ‘and while 
officially unable to interfere in the situation, 
he expressed confidence that the California 
legislature, cognizant of possible interna- 
tional difficulties, would enact a law that 
would prove acceptable to Japan. 

While the administration does not construe 
the treaty as giving Japanese specifically the 
right to own land, It feels the agreement does 
guarantee that Japanese shall be treated on

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MORGAN'S BODY IN NEW YORK 


Lies in State at His Home Among 
Many Art Treasures. 


U. S. FLAG DRAPES CASKET. 


Hundreds of Persons Brave Drenching 
Rain to Pay Respects to Dead. 


New York, April II — The body of J. Pier- 
Pont Morgan lies tonight among the art 
treasures of his private library. It reached 
New York on the steamer France in a driv- 
ing rain this afternoon and at dusk was 
taken from the ships mortuary chapel, 
somber in heavy velvet and resplendent in 
silver and gold, to a motor hearse, which 
conveyed it from the pier to. the library. 
Hundreds braved the drenching rain and 
stood in the streets to watch it pass. 

Among the rare bronzes, costly paintings, 
and other art objects which he brought here 
from Europe the body of the dead financier 
will lie in state until Monday morning, when 
the funeral services will be held in St. 
George’s Protestant Episcopal church. 

Relatives Leave Before Body. 

Mrs. Herbert L. Satterlee, the dead finan- 
eler's daughter, and Miss Helen Morgan 
Hamilton, his granddaughter, the only wom- 
en in the funeral party, were met aboard 
the vessel by Mrs. J. P. Morgan Jr. The 
three women left in an automobile for the 
Morgan home before the body was removed. 
J. P. Morgan, son of the dead man, met the 
France at quarantine and remained aboard 
with Herbert L. Satterlee. H. H. Harjes, 
a partner in the Morgan banking firm in 
Paris, and Dr. George Dixon. Junius 8. 
Morgan, grandson of the financier, joined 
the party when the vessel docked, 

When all other passengers had left the 
vessel, the men of the funeral party assem- 
bled in the mortuary chapel to follow the 
body to the hearse. The mirrored doors 
opened and ten uniformed men of the 
France’s crew emerged with the heavy 
casket. - 

Across it was draped a great American 
flag—the same flag which the United States 
government gave to the France to com- 
memorate its maiden voyage as the largest 
ship which the French had ever sent over 
to America. 

Man} Floral Offerings. 

Attendants bearing some of the floral offer- 
ings followed the funeral party to the hearse. 

Among these offerings was a wreath 
wrought in solid silver from the town of Alx- 
les-Bains, a beneficiary of Mr. Morgan's 
generosity. A great cross of orchids, which 
had withered on the trip across the Atlantic, 
remained in the chapel. This was the offer- 
ing of the German emperor. Later it was 
sent to the Morgan Hbrary. 

A garden of rare flowers, which perished 
en route, were strewn upon the Atlantic be- 
fore the ship reached port.

AVING secured the necessary two- 
thirds vote in both houses of the 

legislature, the reformer's little darling 
has still to run the still more dangerous 
passage of the next election. To win at 
the election the proposed amendment must 
gecure the favor of a majority of all the 
electors voting. That is an extremely diffi- 
cult thing to do. 

Unfortunately a great many voters are 
more interested in the election of Wood- 
row Wilson as president of the United 
States, or of somebody else as county com- 
missioner, than they are in the cause o? 
ballot reform or any other question of 
constitutional change. ‘The man who is 
running for office will probably always at- 
tract more public attention than a pro- 
posed amendment to the constitution. 

Consequently, while the candidates who 
run at the head of the tickets may get 
400,000 votes, the constitutional amend- 
ment is likely to get less than a quarter 
of that number. In an election where 
400,000 votes are cast an amendment must 
get at least one ‘more than 200,000 to 
carry. Every voter who, because of lack 
of interest, or.for any other reason, fails 
to vote on a constitutional amendment is 
practically counted as voting against it. 

Just how difficult it is to get a majority 
of the votes at any election for any ab- 
tract proposition is shown by the fact 
that although the question of the initiative 
and referendum has been indorsed in two 
public policy votes, at the elections of 
1902 and 1910, at neither did it receive a 
majority of all the votes cast, and if it 
Had been submitted as a constitutional 
amendment would have failed of popular 


approval. f

HERE have been, it is true, seven 


amendments adopted to the consti- 
tution of 1870, but five of them were put 


through under conditions quite different 


from those which now exist. 

Until 1891 if one of the political parties 
indorsed a constitutional amendment all 
the straight party ballots cast by mem- 
bers of the indorsing party were counted 
in its favor. That made the work of so- 
euring~a favorable vote comparatively 
easy. 

For the next eight years constitutional 
amendments were printed on the official 


ballot Without any statement of party in- 


dorsement, and during that period less 
than a quarter of the voters expressed 
themselves one way or the other. 

Since 1899 all proposed amendments 
and measures have been submitted to the 
voters on separate small ballots, and again 
it became possible, after long and er- 
pensive campaigns of publicity, to secure 
the interest and the vote, one way or the 
other, of more than half the electors.

TILL, with the large nuniber of amend- 

ments which are at present urged, it 
is practically impossible to get favorable 
action on any of them. It has been sug¢- 
gested that the quickest way ott would 
be to persuade the present legislature to 
submit to the people a proposal for the 
calling of a convention to revise the 
present constitution, or to construct a 
new one. That is a process which would 
necessarily take much time. 

If the proposal for a constitutional con- 
vention were approved by the people, a 
call for its assembly would be issued by 
the legislature which meets in 1915. It

OFFERS BANK GUARANTEE PLAN 
FOR CURRENCY REFORM BILL: 


Senator Owens Wants Fund Created to 
Insure Immediate Payment of Cred- 
itors Rather than Direct Guaranty. 


— 
Washington, D. G., April 11—A modified 
form of bank guarantee probably will be 
recommended by Senator Owen, chairman of 


the senate banking and currency committee, 


when the committee begins preparation of a 
currency reform bill. His present plan is not 
for a direct guarantee of bank deposits, but 
for the establishment of a fund to insure 
tmmediate payment to creditors and deposi- 
tors when a bank is forced to close its doors, 
Senator Owen today said he believed suche 


fund out of which the depositors could be | 


paid immediately, in proportion to the viel- 
ble assets of the defunct bank, would be a 
great factor in allaying panic and preventing 
financial distress. The amounts thus er- 
pended would be returned as fast as the 
bank’s assets could be converted into cash. 

The currency problem will be taken up as 
an entirety through codperation of the sen- 
ate, house, and the president, according to 
Plans now under discussion in congressional 
sessions. Senator Owen and Representative 
Glass, who is preparing the house bill, hed 
separate conferences again today with secre- 
tary McAdoo at the treasury department. 
Later Senator Owen said the senate com- 
mittee when it began work on a bill would 
be in close harmony with the house com- 
mittee. 

Short hearings are to be allowed in the sem 
ate, preliminary to the preparation of any 
currency reform legislation. The desire of 
several members of the senate committee to 
secure additional information upon financial 
conditions has influenced Senator Owen to 
arrange for hearings in the near future.

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Washington, D. C., April 11.—Congress 
stands in the way of efficient control of the 
navy, according to Col. Robert M. Thomp- 
son, chairman of the executive committee of 
the Navy League of the United States, which 
is holding session here. 

‘Younger admirals,"’ he declared, also 
were necessary to make an American fleet 
effective in thme of war. For Some reason 
congress has always had a strong preju- 
dice against giving high rank to officers 
in the navy. When the Spanish war broke 
out our entire system of promotion was ig- 
nored. Officers to command the fleet were 
selected even from the captains’ list, the 
‘senior officers being ignored, and congress

the fleet in time of war.

husband upon the wife ts demanded and enforced 
by law; the husband is compelleé to support his 
wife; he has ng right to her goods and property, 
nor may he appropriate her earnings or fl! treat 
her. A father Has not full control over a dauger 
after she is of age; she then may manage her own 

property, ‘and even choose a husband without nec- 
essarily taking the advice of her parents. 

If the legal cpndition of women be considered fn 
eonjunction with that of their sex in several Huro- 
pean lands it will readily be seen that technically 
it need not fear scrutiny. How recent is the pass- 
ing of the married women’s property act in 
England, by which # woman hae control over her 
own fortune! In France a woman ise minor in the 
eyes of the law, A married woman there cannot 
undertake any employment or appear“defore & 
court of justice unless her busband has first grant- 
ed his consent: it is only since 1007 that she hes 
been legally entitled to dispose of her own earn- 
ings. In Germany a husband can if he wish forbid 
bis wife to engage in any business. In Italy 4 
married woman cannot sign or draw a check on her 
own account for her own money; ; her testimony 
alone is not accepted in a court of iw; abe cannot 
engage in trade or dispose of her own property 
without her hugband’s consent; he has ful} power 
over der earnings, and she cannot plead ip a 
court of law without his permission.

1 have found a window garden to be an im 
teresting as well as a surprisingly profitadile 
home employment. By getting reliable seeds of 
high ¢lass varieties of flowering and ornamental 
plants one can occasionally produce an extra 
fine or new specimen which will sell for a large 
price, while practically every plant that comes 
forth will sell well. Little, shallow pine boxes 
such as can be procured at any grocery store 
can be used to sow the seeds in. After the 
plants get four leaves on them they can be 
transferred to flower pots of small size, two to 
four inches Geraniums, carnations, begonias, 
coleus, sweet ferns known as artemisia, abuti- 
lon, ageratum, violeta, fuchsia, and baby roses 
are among the best to use. Be sure to get the 
good seeds. Directions generally accompany 
them or can be had for the asking. Seeds cost 
10 cents to 35 cents, according to the variety, 

or one can buy a large plant of several of the 
above varieties and propagate them from cut- 


tings and thus get three to seven plants from 
each original. You would hardly believe how 
many nickels and dimes one can get off a couple 
of little boxes of mint and parsley. A 10 cent 
can of green paint will make the seed boxes 
quite presentable in most any window.

is $6,000 a year. They deem it essential to 
their social standing” to pay exorbitant 
prices for wearables, such as $1.50 for a lace 
handkerchief, $2.50 for silk hose, $10 for a 
corset made to order, $15 for a silk underskirt, 
$50 for a tailor made, $25 for a hat, etc. 

Then hubby must live in a certain locality, 
where rent is $35 or $40 a month; keep a maid 
at $5 or $6 a week; call a taxi to go to the 
matinée, and one hundred and one otner ex- 
travagances, entirely beyond their means, set- 
ting examples for their daughters (if they have 
any). I believe this method of “high” living 
is what makes prices soar, gives the merchant 
his millions, and keeps the middle class, who 
are the principal indulgers, always at the bot- 
tom, They never climb the ladder of success 
in finance or happiness, as they are always in 
debt, always paying bills, and never have any- 
thing for the future. 

I believe the home m b belongs to and 
is in the hands of the wife and mother, and the 
foundation of the home is the sweet, innocent 
boy’s face, looking up to yours for love and 
sympathy, the link that binds and holds and 
makes the home a home, If women would 
turn their minds and hearts to the foundation 
work and the real responsibility that should 
rest with every mother, the ture of our 
country would be safe and sound; teach their 
daughters economy and the foolishness of the 
dress mania, which geems to have a grip on 
every feminine dDeing. It may seem a long 
way from the subject, but the right home 
teaching should be the root of all our ambi- 
tions, and the closer we keep to it the better for 
our country’s good. We must break up this 
high cost by going back in our methods to 
where our mothers left off. The young gen- 
eration, that is, must be taght wherein lies 
the fault. Mothers must teach their sons to 
be honest, virtuous, trustworthy and God fear- 
ing patriots, and their daughters by precept 
and example that the luxuries of dress are out 
of place, when you must go in debt for them 
and sink a husband's salary before it is earned. 

I believe every mother should have an al- 
lowance and run her home on a business plan, 
keeping acccounts of what is spent, avoiding 
waste by looking into the affairs of her house- 
hold, and not leaving it to servants; paying 
cash for everything and living well within her 
means, enjoying the best we can afford, but not 
believing that we can afford the best there is 
always. I believe instead of paying rent, that 
it is far more advisable to go in debt for a 
home, and put our savings into this, as it is 
a great incentive to economy: and that if 
economy is the watchword it will not be long 
until we can own our homes. There is too 
much squandering, needless destruction, use- 
less consumption, too much superfluous ex- 
penditure of money without any gain.

Not only ie there no other way of seeing the 
city but there is no other way of knowing what 
the shipping is in this port, where the discov- 
erer of America was born and in which there 
are 50 many memorials of him. It is amazing 
to see also the number of mere row boats with 
freight of all sorts that stem to cover the 
water completely and yet get out of the way in 
time to escape disaster when boats of larger 
cargo come plowing along. 

After it is quite as impossible to describe 
this old city as it would be to deseribe the 
coliseum at Rome without some sudden and 
great inspiration. The guides who hang around 
the hotel doors mention the campo santo, or 
cemetery, first. 

It is a wonderful ride by tram around one 
of the back heights of the city—back in the 
sense that the winding tableland is snut off 
from view below by high buildings. Part of 
the way, ts through tunnels, the last of which, 
as you descend, goes through the old wall that 
once surrounded the town, the western ex- 
tremity of which has not yet been torn down.
